3 OFFICERS KILLED IN PITTSBURGH; 13 KILLED IN BINGHAMTON, N-Y.

A disturbing string of shootings across the 
nation added to a grim toll in the past month. 

In Pittsburgh, a 911 call Saturday that brought 
two police officers to a home where they were 
ambushed, and where a third also was later 
killed during a four-hour siege, was precipitated 
by a fight between the gunman and his mother 
over a dog urinating in the house. 

The argument between Margaret and 
Richard Poplawski escalated to the point that 
she threatened to kick him out and she called 
police to do it, according to a 12-page criminal 
complaint and affidavit filed late Saturday. 

When officers Paul Sciullo III and Stephen 
Mayhle arrived, Margaret Poplawski opened 
the door and told them to come in and take 
her 23-year-old son, unaware he was standing 
behind her with a rifle, the affidavit said. 

Hearing gunshots, she spun around to see 
her son with the gun and ran to the basement. 
“What the hell have you done?” she shouted. 

The mother told police her son had been 
stockpiling guns and ammunition “because he

believed that as a result of economic collapse, 
the police were no longer able to protect soci- 
ety,” the affidavit said. 

Friends have said Poplawski was concerned 
about his weapons being seized under President 
Obama, and friends said he owned several 
handguns and an Ak-47 assault rifle. A third 
officer, Eric Kelly, 41, was killed as he arrived 
to assist the first two officers. Kelly was in uni- 
form but on his way home when he responded 
and was gunned down in the street. 


Kelly’s radio call for help summoned other 
officers, including a SWAT team. The ensu- 
ing standoff included a gun battle in which 
police say Richard Poplawski tried to kill 
other officers. 

The Pittsburgh shooting came a day after a 
man killed 13 people in a Binghamton, N. Y., 
immigrant services center. 

Jiverly Wong reportedly barricaded the 
back door of the American Civic Association 
center Friday with his car, entered a classroom 
wearing a bulletproof vest and opened fire. He 
killed himself as he heard police approaching, 
authorities said. Wong was upset over los- 
ing his job at a vacuum plant and didn’t like 
people picking on him for his limited English, 
police Chief Joseph Zikuski said Saturday. 

In Graham, Wash., southeast of Tacoma, 
investigators found five children, ages 7 to 16, 
shot dead—four in their beds. Pierce County 
Sheriff's investigators say their father shot them 
with a rifle. The father apparently shot himself. 
Authorities found his body in his car Saturday

“It creates instability in their 
region, around the world. This provoca- 
tion underscores the need for action, not 
just this afternoon in the U.N. Security 
Council, but in our determination to pre- 
vent the spread of these weapons.” 

Using a possible loophole in U.N. 
sanctions imposed after the 2006 
nuclear test that barred the North from 
ballistic missile activity, the Pyongyang 
government claimed it was exercising its 
right to peaceful space development. 

The US. said nuclear-armed North 
Korea clearly violated the resolu- 
tion, but objections from Russia and 
China—the North’s closest ally—will 
almost certainly water down any strong 
response. Both have Security Council 
veto power.

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Restrictions 
eyed for 
Lake Shore 


Plans for the proposed 2016 Olympic 
Village and lakefront sports venues 
would force cyclists, runners and walk- 
ers to divert from long stretches of the 
paths east of Lake Shore Drive during 
virtually all of July and August 2016. 

Questions about the diversions were 
raised by a video of village plans shown 
to the media Saturday afternoon after 
the city’s bid committee presented 
them to the visiting evaluation commis- 
sion from the International Olympic 
Committee. 

Chicago 2016 bid officials conceded 
that closings —which they called “redi- 
rection”—for security reasons would 
dramatically alter recreational use dur- 
ing the weeks encompassing not only 
the Olympics (July 22-Aug. 7) and the 
Paralympics (Aug. 17-29), but also a 
“lockdown” period beforehand. 

The city also would restrict vehicle 
use on Lake Shore Drive south of 
downtown, and it was unclear whether 
automobiles would be able to travel 
the length of one of the city’s major 
roads. 

Doug Arnot, Chicago 2016 director 
of venues and games operations, said 
bid officials are working with city and 
state transportation officials to “ensure 
aconnection with the bike paths.” “Our 
proposal would be for a ‘Bike the Drive’ 
throughout the Games,” he said. 

The village plan includes a bridge at 
29th Street from the residences west of 
Lake Shore to a restricted recreational 
area for athletes east of Lake Shore, so 
it may be difficult to persuade security 
officials to allow either non-accred- 
ited people on foot or bicycles or non- 
accredited vehicles to pass under the 
bridge. Arnot said those issues were 
under discussion with security agencies 
working under the title of “Chicago 
Olympic Security Command.” 

He said there was no discussion with 
the IOC evaluation commission about 
the impact the Olympic plans would 
have on recreational users of the area.

Danny Davis (D- 
Ill.), Ulinois House Speaker Michael Madigan and 
several other lawmakers and aldermen. 

The construction package approved by the Illinois 


Besides the road money, Chicago-area mass transit 
is slated to receive $900 million from the state. The 
CTA is set to receive $495.9 million, with $173 million 
earmarked for new hybrid buses and $87 million 
for a midlife overhaul of existing buses. Another 
$113 million is going for Red Line track replacement, 
$48 million for Red Line substations, $25.5 million 
for Brown Line substations; $22.5 million on rail 
station renovations and $27.5 million on bus garage 
renovations, officials said. 


General Assembly last week follows the recent pas- 
sage of a federal economic stimulus plan. 

The state bill restored $40 million for Chicago’s 
streets—money that Daley said the city could lever- 
age to receive another $150 million in federal fund- 
ing.

Madigan, daughter of House Speaker 
Michael Madigan, said she’s “a few more 
months” away from deciding whether to run. 

Her choice will have ramifications across 
next year’s ballot. Ifshe runs, the attorney gen- 
eral’s office would open up for the first time 
in eight years. That could open up at least one 
other lower statewide office for a Democrat 
looking to move up the political ladder. 

Gov. Quinn, who took over when Blagojevich 
was ousted, has not indicated whether he will 
seek election to the state’s top job. 


On Friday, Atty. Gen. Lisa Madigan told the 
Tribune’s editorial board that “only as an 
absolute last resort in this economy can 

you add a tax onto working families.” But 
when asked if the state could cut its way

Jon James left Cincinnati after work Thursday, 
driving to Chicago to spend Friday camped 
outside Niketown just so he could buy Kanye 
West’s sneakers, the Air Yeezy.

Shortly after 9 a.m., employees let 


a few customers enter the store. The store 
sold out of its supply of the sneakers—25 to 
30 pairs, according to customers—before it 
officially opened at 10 a.m. Niketown officials 
wouldn't disclose the number sold. 

Twenty-year-olds Mike Johnson and 
Larnard Young were among the lucky cus- 
tomers. They drove from the University of 
Illinois at Urbana-Champaign to camp out at 
Niketown beginning at 11 p.m. Friday. 

“They’re worth it,” said Johnson, adding 
that his car was towed Friday night. 

Niketown sold the Air Yeezy for $215, but 
some were already trying to resell them on 
eBay for $700. Johnson, an economics major, 
said he has no plans to resell his pair. 

Steven Willis started camping out in front 
of Niketown at 1 p.m. Thursday. 

“These are the first pair of shoes I was 
willing to not go home for a day, willing to 
sleep out in the rain for,” the 19-year-old said, 
exhausted but happy to have his shoes. 

Many customers weren't as fortunate. 
Terrill Tucker, 20, had to return to Michigan 
empty-handed. 

Tucker will get another chance in a month, 
when the second of three Air Yeezy styles is 
released. 

“I’m coming back in May,” he said.
